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Tobacco Growers Meet. 

The Bourbon county tobacco growers 
held a large and enthusiastic meeting 
yesterday afternoon at the court house, 
President J. A. LaRue presiding. The 
meeting was called for the growers to 
take action in regard to instructing 
Mr. J. A. LaRue how to vote at the 
meeting of the District Board, which 
is to meet in Winchester today. 

Hon. S. G. Clay made a motion that 
Mr, LaRue be instructed to vote for 
the pool. Mr. J. H. Holt offered a 
substitute to Mr. Clay’s motion, that 
the pool be declared off, which was de- 
feated. Mr. Clay’s motion prevailed. 

After much speech making Mr. La- 
Rue was instructed to vote for exten- 
sion of twenty/days time to get more 
to enter the pool. 

Up to yesterday there had been 2,600 
acres pooled in Bourbon county. This 
leaves about 3,000 acres on the outside. 



Examining Trial. 

W. H. Lucas and William Daily, 
charged with the murder of Wm. Saga- 
ser, were given a hearing before Judge 
Denis Dundon Wednesday morning at 
9 o’clock. The defendants were rep- 
resented by Attorneys Jos. Finnel, of 
Cynthiana, and J. J. Williams, of this 
city. 

The most important witnesses for 
the Commonwealth were Clarence 
Preble, Pearce Fronk and Wm. Stone 
who were in company with Sagaser at 
time of the killing. The testimony 
showed about same facts as told in our 
notice of killing in last issue, with the 
exception that Daily was not connect- 
ed with the killing. 

No testimony was introduced by the | 
defendants. Mr. Williams asked for 1 
the acquittal of Daily, which met with | 
tne approval of County Attorney j 
Moore. Judge Dundon then acquitted 
Daily and held Lucas to Circuit Court 
without bond. 

Officer Elgin then asked for a war- 
rant for Daily for carrying concealed 
weapons, which charge Daily plead 
guilty and was fined $25 and ten days 
in jail.

equaled and not surpassed by that of 
the field of battle, and to a resource- 
fulness, truly and distinctively Ameri- 
can.

Prosperity of the Farmer. 



This year we shall raise three bil- 
lion bushels of corn. It is hard to 
realize what that means, says a writer 
in Success Magazine. It is a harvest 
greater even than the bumper crop of 
1906. These three billion bushels will 
be worth to the farmer over a billion 
and a half of dollars, or over three 
times as much as the corn was worth 
in 1896. Last year the value of all 
farm products in the United States 
were worth less than lour billions, to- 
day they are worth twenty-eight bil- 
lions. This is more than the entire 
wealth of America in 1850. In 1850 
the farms of the United States were 
worth less than four billions, today 
they are worth twenty eight billions. 
Every day the farms of the country 
are worth $3,400,000 more than they 
were worth the day before. 

It is a good thing for the people at 
large that the farmers are getting 
their share of the general increase in 
wealth. The eight billion dollars that 
they get each year amounts to only 
seven hundred dollars apiece when it 
is distributed over ail the farmers and 
farm laborers in the country. But the 
per capita amount is growing and is 
bound to grow still more. 

During the next twenty years we are 
going to see a great revolution in 
farming. Agriculture is to be more 
intelligent and more intense, new 
plants are to be introduced, a better 
use is to be made of the land, and an 
acre will produce twice as much as it 
now produces. The benefit of this new 
production should not be monopolized 
by railroads, elevator companies and 
harvester trusts. It should go to the 
farmers and to the people, and it 
should show itself in better food, cloth- 
ing and housing and in more wide- 
spread education for the great mass of

off the earth via the bullet route as in 
Homestead and McKee’s Rocks, Won- 
, der if the tobacco raisers will ever get | 
wise enough to elect men to run the j 
j State of Kentucky who will have the 
I State erect the tobacco factories and 
manufacture their products into mar- 
Ket shape? If they do not, then they 
deserve to have the continual squab- 
bles with the trust— and they will have 
them, all right. The interests of the 
trust and the interests of the tobacco 
raisers are diametrically opposed and 
never can be harmonized. It means a 
warfare until one or the other is de- 
, siroyed. Which should prevail— the in- 
j terests of the hundreds of thousands 
of tobacco farmers or the interests of 
the small group of corporation owners 
who have conspired to rob the producer 
on one hand and the consuming public 
on the other? It is up to the men who 
have the votes. Until they are intelli- 
! gent enough to use them they are

The Corset Trust. 



Now the corset trust has taken a 
steel ribbed grip upon the neck of the 
down trodden'and garroted it with lin- 
en strings. But the squeezed and gasp- 
ing common people have found a 
champion. A Chicago dispatch to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer says: “The Re- 
tailers’ Commercial Union has come to 
its rescue with lance in rest and deter- 
mined to enforce the rule of trade that 
‘Free strings go with the corset.’ At 
the Grand Pacific hotel today a shot 
was tired that will be heard around 
the world. It was this: ‘Resolved, 
that a corset lace is a part of the orig- 
inal construction and as necessary to 
the corset as laces in a shoe or buttons 
on a man’s trousers and coat, and 
should not be considered a by-product 
for which extra charge could not be 
made ; and that we vigorously condemn 
all manufacturers in the corset trust 
for refusing to include a pair of laces 
in the sale of each corset.* Liberty 
shrieked for several hours before the 
declaration of war was compiled, but 
all the speeches were on the cne side. 
It was a meeting of the executive 
committee of the union which has for 
its purpose collective buying by retail- 
ers in the Middle West. The pull back 
on corset strings was denounced by 
President W. H. Genner, of Farming- 
ton, Iowa, as unfair, unjust and illegal 
and an injury to the middle classes 
and laboring people who stand the bur- 
den of the extra cost. ‘A long pull 
and a strong pull and a pull all to- 
gether on this corset string thing, and 
we’ll break the trust’s backbone,’ said 
another speaker.’’

STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES 



— W. G. McClintock sold a bunch of 
thirty-five head weanling mules colts, 
sex equally divided to Robert C. Tal- 
bott for $65 per head. 

— B. F. Stipp, of Clintonville, sold 
to James Baldwin eighteen head of 
butcher cattle at four cents and sold 
three head of feeders to W. W. Whaley 
at 4f cents. 

—Charles Martin and Layson Tarr, 
of Millersburg, and Ben Wright and 
Nuck Clark, of Sharpsburg, bought 52 
mule colts in Mt. Olivet at an average 
of about $70 per head. 

— Mrs. Jennie Arthur sold hear farm 
of 130 acres lying near Headquarters, 
to Sam Berry, of Bourbon, for $15,- 
000. Since Mr. Berry has purchased 
this place he has been offered a hand- 
some profit by a Harrison county farm- 
er. 

— James B. Haggin, owner of the 
Elemendorf estate near Lexington, has 
signed his crop of Burley tobacco to 
the pooling movement, thereby the 
leaders think assuring the success of 
the pool. 

— The first sale of the new crop of 
Burley tobacco in the Cincinnati mar- 
ket took place Wednesday. Two hogs- 
heads of fine Carroll county leaf were 
offered, one, red leaf, brought $13.75; 
the other, colory lugs, $14.75. 

—Two hundred dollars a ton for 
broom corn is now predicted by men 
in the trade. At Areola, 111., farmers 
have refused $170 in the field. The 
price Tuesday was $100. Buyers are 
frantic while the farmers are standing 
pat. 

— The Cynthiana Democrat says it 
is informed that mule colts this year 
are being held at least $10 higher 
than they were last year. The demand 
is strong. Farmers seem to be in good 
financial condition and they have 
plenty of grass and feed. If the buy- 
ers show an inclination not to pay the 
price asked, Mr. Farmer takes his 
colt back home and waits. That is 
what you call “Independence.” 

— At Mt. Sterling, Monday, about 
6.000 head of cattle were sold. The 
best 1,000 pound steers bought 4£ 
cents. Heifers brought from 3 to 3£ 
cents, with some fat; ones bringing 4 
cents. There was considerable activity 
in the mule market, several sales of 
big heavy mules being made, with 
manyfcsuckling mules changing hands, 
the price being paid for the latter 
ranging from $80 to $100, with two 
extra good ones selling at $110 and 
$115. Some few sheep were sold, the 
prices ra nging from $5.50 to $6.10 per 
head. 

— The following tobacco sales have 
been made this week: L. J. Fretwell, 
40 : 000 pounds to B. F. Buckley at 12£ 
cents per pound straight; William Mc- 
Cray of North Middletown, bought at 
Little Rock, this county, of J. H. Hop- 
kins,4,500 pounds at 12$ cents straight, 
of Thoaias Sledd 7,000 pounds at 12 
cents and of George Chipley 7,000 
pounds at 12 $ cents; Abnee & Mussi- 
non bought other crops of tobacco 
from Marion Hall 10,000 pounds at 11 
cents, from John Buckner 7,000 pounds 
at lO'.ceuts and from james Hill, of 
Hutchison, 10,000 pounds at 11 cents.

Quake Shock at Frankfort.

more loudly than if a strong wind 
storm had been blowing. Those who 
were not awakened by the shock Mon* 
day morning are somewhat skeptical 
about it and say that it was all in the 
imagination of those who heard it, but 
there is no doubt that a distinct shock 
shook the city of Frankfort at the hour 
mentioned though it was not nearly so 



heavy or distinct as the Charleston 
earthquake shock.
